It  is  when  you  graduate  that  your  exciting  and 
challenging  education  will  begin.  I  hope  you  will  look  upon  life  as 
an  adventure  and  welcome  challenge.  There  will  be  opportunities  to 
serve  others,  and  opportunities  for  personal  success,  if  you  have 
prepared  yourself. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  students  and  staff  members  whose  labours  have  produced  this 
magazine.
